The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the "pressure means" 
for claim 8 and "venturi for claim 9 must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the 
claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are-required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended.

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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

Claim 10 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
describedin the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. 
The body 1 1 is never disclose as is of a substantially configuration rather body is 
disclosed: " body defining an enclosed space" (see Pare [0011]; "The body of the 
apparatus may comprise of a tank like structure arranged an upright configuration." (see 
Para [0019]. 

Claims 8 and 9 are rejected under 35. U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
incomplete for omitting essential structural cooperative relationships of elements, such 
omission amounting to a gap between the necessary structural connections. See 
MPEP § 2172.01. The omitted structural cooperative relationships are: pressure means 
for claim 8 and venturi for claim 9. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
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■(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in tliis or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-5. 10-14 ancl.20-21 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Harris et al., (2,630,691). Harris et a!., disclose dehumidifying air 
conditioning apparatus comprising a body/casing 11 defining an enclosed space; a 
plurality of downwardly angled condenser members/ fins 47 within the enclosed space 
upon which moisture can condense, the enclosed space communicating with the 
atmosphere; a circulating means/fan 56 for circulating cold air exterior and/or interior to 
the apparatus, the circulating means 56 including an air conditioning unit with 
evaporator 44 and compressor 28; and a collection means/receptacle 66for collecting

thus condensed said moisture; the condenser members 47 are arranged in rows (see 
Fig. 3 and 4); the cold air is provided through a closed circuit system of the air 
conditioning unit; wherein the closd circuit system includes air duct (casing 114); 
wherein the air duct 1 1 include a heat exchanger (44 or 48); heat exchange means 
include fins 47 for evaporator 44 or condenser 48 has inherently fins); the condenser 
members in one of the rows are arranged in an opposite inclination (inherent, because 
the condenser members are accommodated in a funnel shaped baffle 51 and so the 
lower space between two consecutive fins 47 is narrower than the corresponding upper 
space and thus it becomes opposite inclination.); wherein the rows are concentric (see 
Fig. 3 or 4); the condenser member are configured in a circular manner (see Fig. 3 or 
4); wherein cooling means 44 are also provided to cool the condenser members 47. 
See Fig. 1-3, column 2, line 20 to 4. line 36. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
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The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

The factual inquiries set forth in Graham w. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1, 148 

USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a bacl<ground for determining 

obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

Claim 26 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Harris et 

a!., in view of OI<uda et al., (5,514,248). Harris et al., disclose the invention substantially 

as claimed as stated above except condenser members are coated with hydrophilic 

material. Okuda et al., teach the use of hydrophilic material with condenser 

members/evaporator fins for the purpose of to be free from bad smell and condensed 

water is readily transferred from the fin/ condenser member. See column 3, lines 47-60. 

Therefore, it would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time 

the invention was made to modify the dehumidifying and air conditioning apparatus of 

Harris et al., in view of Okuda et al., such that evaporators fins could be provided with 

hydrophilic coating in order to be free from bad smell and to readily transfer condensed 

water from the fin. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 17-19 and 22-25 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
